A methodology for the planning of the disassembly of consumer products 

Increasingly, the product life cycle approach to design, development, 
usage and recovery of consumer products is being adopted around the world. 
Cost effective recovery of materials, components and clusters of components 
from the used product is essential to the viability of the life cycle 
engineering concept. From this stand point disassembly is a key cost 
driver in the post consumer stages of the products life cycle. Product 
disassembly costs can be minimised by firstly designing products 
appropriately for later disassembly and secondly through the creation of 
efficient disassembly plans. This thesis concentrates on creation of these 
plans. As such a planning methodology that tailors the disassembly of 
specific consumer products to the available facilities in order to 
optimise the products recovery value is presented. 

In section I the state of the art in disassembly is detailed to the 
best of the authors knowledge.

The 
first deals with the representation of the product from a disassembly 
planning viewpoint. Disassembly planning differs from assembly planning 
in two broad ways. Firstly, complete disassembly of products is often 
avoidable, while in the assembly process all components begin as single 
units. Secondly the nature of sub-assemblies between assembly and 
disassembly differs. In assembly function tends to dictate sub-assembly 
creation, while in disassembly end-use compatibility is the driver of 
sub-assembly creation. Consequently a graphical approach to product 
representation in the disassembly plan has been developed. This graph is 
referred to as the <italic> cluster graph</italic> and a 

<italic>cluster</italic> is the name given to each sub-assembly found from 
the disassembly planning viewpoint. This graphical approach enables task 
data, the basis of all planning processes, to be mapped directly to the 
products structure enabling accurate disassembly costs to be extracted 
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from the plan. 

The second phase of the disassembly planning methodology deals with 
the minimisation of disassembly operations within the plan. This is 
referred to as the clustering process and is achieved by optimising cluster 
sizes within the products structure. The larger the individual clusters 
within the product, the fewer the number of effective parts that need to be 

disassembled from the product , thus reducing disassembly cost. The 
role of the clustering process is to optimise the reduction in disassembly 
cost against the changes in recovery values of components within the 
product as cluster sizes change. 

Finally the effective parts within the product are sequenced for 
disassembly . This is the third phase of the disassembly planning 
methodology. The optimum sequence of disassembly is found by minimising the 
non-value-added tasks within the disassembly plan. This is achievable 
since the product representation technique described in the first phase 
of the methodology allows tasks considered to be value-adding and non-value 
adding to be separated at the beginning of the disassembly planning 
process . 

Section III shows three case studies highlighting differing aspects of 
the methodology. In section IV, the detailed process design of the three 
phases of the methodology are shown.

Proficiency test scores have been showing steady improvement, especially for students who retake exams after 
failing them the first time, school officials say. 

Scores for 328 eighth graders taking ninth-grade proficiency tests this year show a 39 percent rate of passing, up 
from 31 percent last year. Passing rates for math increased from 51 percent to 62 percent and reading from 78 
percent to 87 percent. Passing rates for citizenship declined from 68 percent to 62 percent and writing stayed the 
same at 58 percent. 

James Wilkins, coordinator of curriculum instruction, said increasing the passing rate of 18 percent in 1990 to 39 
percent this year is attributed to the school district's aggressive tutoring program aimed at higher test scores.

"A few 
years ago when the price of brass was up, people were stealing the brass caps from oil fillers on houses in Center 
City Alientown." 

And unless police called every scrap dealer in the area, there was little chance of retrieving stolen property before it 
turned into another hunk of metal in an area scrap yard, Hanna said. 

Schneider said police more often than not would ask him about stolen goods too late. 

"The police would come looking for something that had already been scrapped," Schneider said. 

So in spring 1 992, Schneider and the police department started the Fax-net program. 

Under Fax-net, police alert Lehigh Valley salvage yards via fax of thefts involving anything that could be turned into 
scrap. The scrap dealers post the faxes at their weigh stations, where customers come to cash in recylables. 

"Now when something is stolen we are immediately on the lookout," Schneider said. 

So far, Hanna and Schneider say Fax-net has led to about a dozen arrests and curbed the theft of scrap metal. 

"WeVe all but killed the market for stolen recyclables," Schneider said, "it is a great way to show our customers that 
we want to deal with this problem." 

Hanna said the program also has increased awareness among scrap dealers. 
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"A dealer will call me if he sees someone coming around with questionable material," Hanna said. "This gives us a 
chance to nab the guy before he takes something of real value and turns it into nickel-and-dime scrap material." 

About 30 area scrap yards have pledged to support the program, and police departments in the program include 
Bethlehem, Whitehall Township, Emmaus, Catasauqua and South Whitehall Township. 

Sgt. Barry George of Allentown's Crime Prevention Unit said the program's costs are minimal. When a report 
comes in, he faxes it to Schneider, who distributes it to other dealers. 

"With scrap yards so widespread across the valley, this is the only way to get the reports out in time," George said. 

Hanna said other cities have similar programs, and he hopes to expand the Lehigh Valley's Fax-net into 
Philadelphia. 

"We want to catch those who would be savvy enough to avoid the Lehigh Valley network and go to Philadelphia,"
